Redecorating is expensive, and there's no 
way around it. No matter how resourceful you 
are — mixing in low with high, revamping and 
reusing, hunting down vintage finds, even 
throwing in the odd DIY — it's still going to 
really hurt. Knowing that. I've always stuck 
to the conservative formula that I've 
preached for years: spend on sofas and serious 
furniture that will last forever. Stick to 
neutral, solid fabrics for investment seating, 
and then add hits of colour in accessories, 
pillows and area rugs that you can more 
easily change. You know the drill. It's what 
most of us do, and it's safe. 

Only this year, and quite suddenly, safe 
feels ... over.

with tight bench seats and exposed legs. 
The styles were usually based on 
traditional settees, with curved arms and 
backs, but with new proportions: elongated 
seats, lower backs or some swishy detail 
that made them stand out, like a party 
dress that says, “Look at me!'' 

And there were modern versions of 
statement sofas, too. Huge sectionals that 
looked more like big mattresses than 
couches. Sometimes in felt, or two tones 
of fabric, and even one at Poltrona Frau — 
the Ghostfield by Paola Navone — that 
was upholstered in clear plastic so the 
springs were on show, making the seating 
feel more like art than something 
functional to sit on. 

Unlike many decorating trends that 
seem to evolve more slowly and naturally, 
this one crept up on me when I wasn't 
looking. I noticed it first in avant-garde 
homes, photos of Parisian flats and in 
concept stores, and, betting that no one in 
their right mind would shell out thousands 
of dollars for something so sure to date, 

I stuck smugly to my classic cream and 
taupe seating. Then, a good friend in the 
fashion business told me she was 
redecorating around the Chester Moon 
tufted sofa by Baxter in mustard yellow. 

I was shocked, but then I started thinking 
about my own living room, and soon 
I started dreaming about a new, bold 
and fabulous style. 

Why the sudden change? Maybe it's to 
balance all the bare hardwood floors, leggy 
chairs and standing lamps that are part of 
this new, artsy look. There might be a 
small hide rug tossed in like floor art, or a 
huge painting floating on a feature wall, 
and then a bare mantel with nothing hung 
above it. But how do you pull together all 
these disparate elements? It used to be 
that that concentration of furniture

grouped together around a fireplace — 
defined by a big coffee table and comfy 
seating — did the trick. It was a formula 
that was cohesive and pleasing because of 
the balance and symmetry of one sofa and 
two matching chairs, usually flanked by 
end tables and table lamps. But now that 
scheme feels a little too correct — 
and, frankly, boring. 

The new mix is more spare and 
mismatched and airy. It needs a new star 
attraction to ground the mishmash and 
be the glue that holds it all together. Enter 
the statement sofa. And it can't be your old 
beige tuxedo, because no matter how many 
colourful pillows you pile on, it won't have 
that defined, sculptural shape that is key. 

Prices range from expensive to very 
expensive. As with every big trend, stay 
tuned for the less- expensive versions to 
appear soon. A feature piece like this needs 
to be good-quality because, of course, its 
flaws will be magnified. But, then again, 
this is also a highly trendy move, and it's 
possible that if I take this leap. I'll soon 
find myself back at the upholsterer asking 
for a taupey linen makeover for my sofa 
whose statement is, sadly, passe. But I'm 
willing to take that chance, because 
without it, I can't get the new look that 
will take my living room from safe to 
sensational. If your present sofa has a great 
shape, you can always try reupholstering it 
in jewel-toned velvet. A good workroom 
can do the tufting, but it will be an 
expensive venture, so make sure your sofa 
is good enough to bother. 

A statement sofa is like the new velvet 
party dress I got every year at Christmas 
growing up. It made me feel so pretty and 
special. It was a luxury usually outgrown 
by the next December, but still it was the 
highlight of my wardrobe and the stuff of 
my dreams.

Here's a unique way to display seasonal cards: find a piece 
of driftwood or a fallen branch, then tie both ends of a thick 
piece of cotton cord to either end of the wood so you'll be 
able to hang it on the wall.

S OMETIME AROUND THE FIRST WEEK OF DECEMBER, 

Vancouver designer Effie Genovese unearths her Christmas 
decorations from the antique French armoire in her living 
room. She puts a log on the fire, plays some festive tunes from 
the Rat Pack and trims the tree with her family. There are 
mugs of hot chocolate for her daughter, Maxine, 19, and son, Marcello, 

16, and a glass of bubbly for Effie. You can smell the buttery shortbreads 
baking in the oven. 'Tm not one to put decorations in every room. 1 just 
add a few festive touches here and there,” Effie says. That means a single 
wreath hung in a window off the kitchen, clusters of candles on tables 
and boughs of evergreens that tumble effortlessly out of a sterling- silver 
ice bucket in the front hall. Another must: her handmade 12-days-of- 
Christmas balls hung on the tree. “For me, Christmas is about nostalgia. 
1 like tradition, and doing things simply and a little bit old-school.” 

IPs an aesthetic that goes beyond Effie's approach to holiday 
decorating. IPs reflected in the muted palette she chose as the backdrop 
for her extensive collection of antique furniture and fixtures — many of 
which are treasured reminders of the years she spent living abroad in 
the south of France. “I like to look in every corner and see things that 
evoke happy memories,” she says. 

The 4,500-square-foot home appealed to her because of its location: 
with more than an acre of land and a small barn in the back, it was like 
having a country estate in the middle of the city. “IPs an equestrian 
neighbourhood, which worked for my daughter, who jumps horses,” 
says Effie. But it took more than a year of renovating, working with 
Formwerks Architectural, to achieve the down-to-earth farmhouse 
feel she was after. In the family room, she punched through the wall on 
either side of the fireplace and installed glass doors to create unbroken 
views to the living room, then added a rustic stone wall. “Paired with 
the modern fireplace and furniture, it really warms up the room,” she 
says.

CAREFUL RESTORATION AND MODERN TOUCHES 
MAKE THIS COSY COUNTRY HOME A MOST INVITING 
PLACE FOR A RELAXED FAMILY CHRISTMAS.

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fON 98 ACRES of rural Ontario 
farmland near Rosemont, Ont., this rustic- 
meets -contemporary weekend home ticks 
all the boxes required of a getaway: a serene 
palette, relaxed decorating and the kind of 
welcoming atmosphere that makes friends 
feel like family 

Homeowners Pheona Wright and her 
husband, Tim, a filmmaker, bought the 
property in 2008 after falling in love with 
the area while on location for a production 
nearby. Tim's friend, Paul Austerberry, 
did the architectural drawings, then they 
spent less than a year restoring it, working 
with Kingston, Ont.-based Forest River 
Timber Homes to repair crumbling brick 
meticulously, tear down an ill-considered 
addition and replace it with a modern 
structure that blends handsomely with the 
original 1830s home. “This is the second 
time we've renovated an old home, and 
we instinctively wanted to preserve and 
respect the old bones," says Pheona. 

But that didn't mean eschewing 
modern style. Contemporary furniture, 
adventurous art and eclectic furniture liven 
up the historical architecture. It's this 
juxtaposition of old and new that gives the 
home a collected, organic vibe — and makes 
it the perfect place to wake up on a snowy 
Christmas morning. Pheona and Tim travel 
a lot for work, so this unpretentious space is 
a true escape. “It's a treasured retreat for our 
family to connect and recalibrate," Pheona 
says. It's also ideal for entertaining. “I love to 

cook. My mother loved to cook and instilled 
that in me, so we cook a lot, and have a lot of 
guests up here." 

The result is an understated home that 
takes design inspiration from diverse 
sources — including Nova Scotia's saltbox 
architecture, the couple's past travels and 

cool, mid- century modern style — but still 
manages to feel true to its roots. 
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ABOVE: In the dining area, the sturdy, simple table was designed and built by contractor Jacob Dupuis to work in the 
rustic space, and Pheona found the vintage chairs at a Toronto antique store near her West End home. "I paid $10 or 
$15 for each one. I think there's enough new stuff in the world," she says. Overhead, a giant chandelier by designer 
Paul Campbell doubles as a conversation-starting sculpture and adds a touch of glam. "I found the ropes in the barn 
and brought them to Paul to possibly use. I was just starting to regret that when he brilliantly paired them with '70s 
Italian glass links he procured in New York in the '90s."

A T CHRISTMAS, most of us ask for something new. 

/■ These homeowners wanted something old — or 
/ I that appeared old, as if it had been lived in and 
/ I loved for years. A dream team of architect Lome 
y . m Rose, builder Teddington Homes and designer 
Silvana D Addazio made their wish come true. On a big lot in 
leafy uptown Toronto, they created a 4,000 -square-foot house 
defined by its tailored symmetry and Georgian details. Inside, 
walls and ceilings are richly panelled, moulded and coffered. 

Silvana — known for conjuring light, layered rooms defined 
by their elegant restraint — stepped in when the house was still 
just a series of drawings and was able to suggest tweaks like 
reconfiguring the front foyer and relocating the powder room 
and luxe principal bath. Then, she assembled a palette of dark 
woods, warm whites and neutrals — punctuated with rust 
accents — that would become the home's envelope. 

The brief from the owners suited Silvana to a T: traditional 
yet fresh, bright yet cosy, colourful yet subtle. The pair — who 
have three school-age children — were also clear about what 
they didn’t want. They didn't want precious or fussy. “It was 
totally my thing," says Silvana. She riffed on a canvas of 
inviting creamy-white walls with rusty reds and dusty blues — 
tweaking the classic spectrum for a touch of novelty. For the 
kitchen, Silvana — who has been known to treat islands as 
pieces of fine furniture and design cabinets like a craftswoman 
— selected huge, gleaming dome-shaped pendant lights and 
created a breakfast nook that feels like it's straight out of the 
Four Seasons. “I'm all about the tiny details most people don't 
notice," she says. “That's the way I make a room my own." 

To prep the house for the holidays, she applied her flair for 
detail to subtle embellishments. She plumped up the formality 
of the living room with a magnolia garland that matches the 
rust accents scattered through the house and a pair of delicate 
wreaths. The dining room got a sprinkling of vintage baubles 
and flickering candelabra. In low-traffic areas, it sufficed to 
bring in a hint of fresh greenery. The Silvana touch is nothing if 
not light. “The homeowners wanted understated, and that's my 
style. I try not to overdo anything — even at Christmas." 
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Emphasizing the living room’s 
symmetry with natural greenery adds 
to the classic Georgian look without 
overwhelming it. The elegant swagged 
magnolia garland is less expected than 
evergreen boughs and picks up on the 
rusty reds in the room 



Designer Silvana D’Addazio 
gave the living room the same 
formal bearing as the home’s 
exterior, designing a sofa, tub 
chairs, table and ottoman in a 
graceful traditional style. The 
mix of a patterned rug and 
fabrics livens up the muted 
palette, while small cheery 
wreaths draw the eye to the 
horse sculptures.

CHEF AND CATERER MELANIE DUNKELMAN 
SHARES HER FAVOURITE COCKTAIL PARTY FARE 
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hef Melanie Dunkelman was sourcing ingredients 
from local growers and cooking up super-seasonal 
menus in her Toronto kitchen way before it was trendy. 
She’s foraged in Alaska, Spain, Prince Edward Island and 
Quebec, and even hunted for truffles in Tuscany. Nature, family, 
and the great Julia Child top her inspiration list, but she’s 
also learned a thing or two from the best chefs in Canada. 

We chatted with Melanie about her lifelong passion for cooking. 

“I got my love of food from my mom; she's an amazing cook. 
She has a first edition of Julia Child's Mastering the Art of 
French Cooking. It's covered in food stains because we've 
used it so much over the years. When I was younger, we used 
to cook everything from it — her stuffed mushrooms and 
French onion soup were staples. 

After I got my fine art degree, GoodLife Magazine hired me 
to work in their production department. I was close friends 
with the food editor, and she inspired me big time. I started 
loving everything about food, so I left my job and enrolled in 
George Brown College's culinary program. 

After three months, I wanted to quit. I just knew I'd 
benefit more from learning on the job. I mentioned that to 
Paul Boehmer — then the chef at Lakes Restaurant, where I 
ate all the time — and he said, 'Come work for me.' So I did. 

He taught me and introduced me to Michael Stadtlander, 
Jamie Kennedy and other star chefs. 

I've worked in seven restaurants over the years, and 
of all the chefs I've trained with, Michael Stadtlander has 
been my biggest inspiration. There's just this harmony 
between him and food. He's a true artist and was one of the 
first nose-to-tail chefs in the country. We have a similar 
spiritual connection to the earth. 

I've cooked for a lot of people — Justin Trudeau, heads 
of European countries — but I kind of fell into catering. 

It all started when a friend asked me to help her out with a 
catering job. Soon after, when she left the business, I took 
over. I launched Season 2 Taste catering in 2002 and I love 
the freedom it gives me. When you're a chef at a restaurant, 
that's your life. I wanted my life to be a balance of things that 
inspire me: art, food, nature. 

My friend once counted the dishes I made for a party: it 
was 21 things!

1. Beat butter, custard powder, icing sugar, 
cinnamon, nutmeg and salt until light and 
fluffy. Beat in rum, milk and vanilla. 

2. Spread over cooled base. Refrigerate 
1 hour or until firm. 

MAKE TOPPING AND CHILL 

1. Melt chocolate with coconut oil in saucepan 
over low heat until smooth. 

2. Pour chocolate over filling and spread 
evenly. Refrigerate until chocolate is almost 
set, about 30 minutes. 

3. Using a knife, gently score chocolate into 
1V2 ''x 3" bars; this will make them easier to cut 
when fully chilled. Return to fridge and let 
cool about 30 more minutes. Cut into bars. 
Keep refrigerated until ready to serve.

Weave the yarn through the 
knotted yarn in the middle of 
each pompom that you created 
in Step 2 (use a darning needle, 
if necessary). I chose light purple 
yarn, which almost disappears 
between each of the pompoms 
once they're hung. Repeat this 
process to create multiple garlands 
for your mantel.
